Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Discussion pertained mainly to ways of getting around the "non-functional descriptive material" portion of the rejection 
over the independent claims. Examiner explained that the new claims appeared to be combining pieces of data from 
the independent claims, but the particular data being combined still didn't appear to be important and that, from a 
grouping of data, any combination would still be obvious to try since the data as a whole would still be viewed as non- 
functional. Examiner recommended that the calculating means be operable to actually calculate "frequency of visits, 
recency of visits cumulative amount spent, and promotion points". Examiner explained that by doing this, the device of 
the claimed invention would have to be able to calculate those particular values as opposed to merely "formating" or 
displaying non-functional numbers. 

Examiner also voiced concerns over the wording of the newly added claims 30-33. It was explained that the claims 
cited converting at least 2 of the bonus counters into a single unit of measurement, and since "frequency of visits" is a 
number and "cumulative amount spent" is a dollar value, it was unclear how these 2 values could be converted into a 
single unit of measure. Applicant provided Examiner with the "Coca-Cola example" on page 1 1 of the most recent 
response. While the "Coca-Cola example" appears to make sense, the claim language as currently phrased is still 
unclear. Examiner recommended using a Markush grouping to list the types of converted measurement units that 
could be created from the bonus counters and displayed in the graduated scale. 

Applicant expressed interest in filing a supplemental response, and Examiner recommended filing the response before 
the end of April (and in fact, the sooner the better).
